On pages 1 1 and 12 of the Response, Applicant argues that Kozaki does not teach controlling the number of free buffereing units in 
response to the number of reserved buffereing units. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Kozaki teaches controlling the number of free buffereing units in response to the number of reserved buffereing units (5:24-48). 
Kozaki teaches buffering units as storage areas for ATM cells in the shared buffer 1 1 on Fig. 1 and 5:24-48. Number of buffering units of 
Kazaki is fully identified with a number of ATM cells because all ATM cells have the same identical length. Therefore there is a stable 
relationship between total number of cells and the number of reserved bufferring units. 
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
